“No one can estimate the value of a human life. 
Be careful in handling a guri,

with a loaded gun in hand. 
“Do not attempt to carry loaded guns in auto­ 
mobiles, buggies or other vehicles. Unload before 
getting in. 
“Do not carry a loaded gun in a boat that is in 
transit. Load after reaching the shooting ground. 
“Do not shoot at a moving object unless 
you 
know what it is. 
Men have shot their friends 
ind sometimes strangers in taking a chance on 
this. 
“Be careful of the direction In which you shoot 
Do not forget the distance that your load will 
travel. 
“Be sure that your safety is on when you are 
in the field. It is but a matter of a moment to 
throw it off. 
“Do not drag a loaded gun toward you. 
“Do not strike at your dog with the gun bar­ 
rel. You may get the load in either instance. It 
has happened to others.

“Be careful not to shoot or injure stock. 
“Do not forget that the farmer provides food 
for much of the game and helps to protect it. 
“Be sure to get permission tajiunt on a man’s 
premises before entering.

“Do not fail to put out fires, whether they be 
camp fires, matches or cigaret stubs.
